The maneuver was broken into the following phases: 

(a) Initially, Red Forces were on the defense and the Blue 
Forces attacked; then the Red Forces withdrew from their 
original positions under heavy pressure from the 
attackers' 

(b) Red Forces launched small-scale counter-attacks during 
their withdrawal, finally consolidated their new 
positions, and on the fifth day launched a full-^scale 
counter attack* 

(c) The final phase of the maneuver was a critique for all 
officers of the division. The Divisional CG and 
observers from the CSR National Ministry of Defense 
stated that the maneuver showed that the division has 
reached a combat effectiveness of 80 ^ of the goal » 

4. Training deficiencies pointed out were as follows: 

(a) Insufficient and poorly organized communications at all 

levels: this criticism Included poor equipment j 

(b) For three days and nights the troops were Improperly 
supplied with rations; le, meals were at Irregular 
times, and no one had anything to eat from early 
morning until midnight 5 

(c) Insufficiently trained officers and poor leadership 
because of the lack of experience of Junior officers 
and other officers up to and including the rank of 
major.
